For Corn Borers 
Quite a few P ettis County folks, 
have indicated som e infestation 
of corn borer in ea rly corn These 
have included Karl Darby in the 
northea.st corner of the County, 
.lohn Knaus and Bill Pittman of 
just northeast of 
Sedalia. 
and 
Bill Sawford 
between 
Smithton 
and Otterville. In addition I found 
considerable 
borer 
at 
H a r r y 
Runge’s north of Sedalia and G. 
W. M eyers’ down in the southeast 
coiner of the County. 
Considerable interest is 
Ix fing 
shown by fa rm ers 
in 
spraying 
ea rly corn that is infested. It has 
been estimated that each borer 
that enters the corn stalk will re­ 
duce its potential yield by alx iut 
three per cent. Of course there 
i.s quite a high mortality and not 
all worms that hatch will live to 
enter the stalk. 
Specialists 
recommend 
t h a t 
.spraying l>e done when 75 per 
cent of the plants .show feeding 
scars. Since som e corn

large to spray with farm equip­ 
ment and most fa rm ers arc now 
getting busy with harvest, there
